LAW TO LIMIT 


THE TAX RATE 


It Requires Reduced Levy Upon 


Increased Values. 


FULL TEXT OF THE MEASURE 


Intended as a Safeguard to Owners 
of 
Property Being Appraised For 
Taxation at Full Value In Money. 
Severe Penalty For Making False 
Statements to Evade Taxes— Does 
Not Apply to This Year’s Duplicate. 


Because of the present movement 


to have real and personal property 


appraised for taxation hereafter at 


their true value in money. In accord­ 


ance with article 12 of the state con­ 
stitution. no act passed by the leg­ 


islature at its session this year is of 


such general interest to the people 
of Ohio as the Taw to safeguard tax 


payers by reducing the tax rate limit. 


The law seeks to limit the tax rate 


In the first Instance to 10 mills for 


all purposes except sinking fund and 


interest. 
If this rate is not sufficient 


to raise revenue equal to the total 


taxes collected in 1909. the rate may 


be increased to not more than 
15 


mills. 
The rate can not exceed 15 
mills without the proposed increase

This act was evolved from a bill 
(S. B. No. 4) by Senator Alsdorf of 
Licking county.

tions, Thinks Taft 


HIS SPEECH MAKES IMPRESSION 


■<‘L*rd Only Knows," Declares Presi 
dent, Where Government Would Be 
Should Socialists Gain Upper Hand. 
Admits Problem Is Difficult One to 
Solve and Must Be Handled With 


Great Skill, 


Jackson, Mich . .Inn** 6.—Preslden* 
Taft whilo here proi lairned socialism 
as the great problem that confronts 
the American people, the Issue that 
is soon to come and that must be 
skillfully met 
By ita history, he de­ 
clared, 
the 
Republican 
party 
hud 
show n itself capable of dealing with 
the great questions effectively and 
wisely, and 
he predicted 
that 
the 
American people must soon determine 
whether it shall trust the same party 
with the solution of "that problem 
than which we have had no great r 
In the history of the country.” 
Taft spoke with great earnestness 
and his remarks coming as a reitera 
tton of a brief reference to socialism 
in his speech at Ada. O.. seemed 
deeply to impress his hearers 
By 
many his words were taken as fram 
1ng an issue for the coming campaign 
The president declared that popular 
government must be a government of 
parties and in this connection there 
was just a passing hint at insurgency 
The president declared that unless in
